L O S A N G E L E S . 


O p e n in g o f th e 
F a ir — F e l l

Los Angeles, September 23d.—The tenth 
annual fair of the Sixth District opened at 
the pavilion this evening with a grand dis­ 
play of the resources of the counties com­ 
prising the district. San Diego’s display 
was particularly fine. A large annex was 
built for the machinery display, which 
was full of engines of all kinds. 
The hall is handsomely decorated wilh 
bunting and flowers. The fair was formally 
opened at 8 o’clock to-night by an address 
from the President, L. L. Yatonberg. An 
original poem, by A. F. Kercheval, was 
read. The annual address was delivered by 
ex-State Printer J. J. Ayers, and music was 
by the Seventh Regiment band. 
A large crowd is in attendance. The dis­ 
plays are not all in place, but will be to­ 
morrow. 
The rivalry for the best displav between 
the various counties is keen. Los Angeles 
merchants are making extreme efforts to 
secure the precedence. Premiums are of­ 
fered to the amount of $12,000. The races 
will not take place until October 21st to 
26 th. 
The colored people this evening cele­ 
brated the anniversary of the signing of the 
emancipation proclamation with appropri­ 
ate patriotic ceremonies. The principal 
feature was the address by Thos. Pearson. 
Some time since Superior Judge Clark 
granted an injunction against the Cahug- 
ena Valley Railroad on the ground that 
steam cars were a nuisance on the public 
streets. Trains stopped running a week 
ago. Last Monday James McLaughlin, the 
President of 
the road, applied to the 
City Council for a franchise to move the 
road to Second street. 
The charge is made that McLaughlin as­ 
serted he could buy enough Counci lmen 
to pass the necessary ordinance. Mayor 
Hazard vetoed the ordinance, and Mc­ 
Laughlin refused to answer questions con­ 
cerning bribery when brought before the 
Council. 
This necessitated thepuiling up of the 
rails, which caused much inconvenience 
to many people in that vicinity. 
Last Thursday Miguel Leenis, a wealthy 
farmer, fell from his wagon and received 
wounds resulting in his death. Talk of 
foul play commenced at once, but the 
Coroner’s jury found the death to be ac­ 
cidental. 
His will, filed with the County 
Clerk, makes provision for the disposal of 
his property, among others $5,000 to Ex­ 
pira Chiquolla, “ who has been for several 
years my faithful 
housekeeper.” 
The 
woman declares she was his wife and will 
contest the will. There is also a woman in 
France who claims to be his wife and was 
deserted years ago. The estate is valuable 
and a lively case will no doubt be the re­ 
sult. 
During the small pox scare during the 
winter of 1887 the City Health officers re­ 
moved a daughter of "Mrs. J. F. McLared 
to the pest-house, where she died. The 
mother brought suit against the city for 
$50.000 damages. 
The jury rendered a 
verdict for $7,500. 
The'city will appeal 
the case. 
Dr. Kellogg of Alb3mba tells a remark­ 
able story in his suit for $100,000 against 
Dr. Cochran et u l, for adjudging him in­ 
sane, and ruining his medical practice, 
worth $50,000 a year. He alleges that 
while under the influence of cocoaine he 
was bound by two tramps on the railroad 
track, and escaped just in time to save 
himself from being killed by a train. He 
returned to this city, engaged a room at a 
hotel and fearing to be in the darkness let 
the gas burn at half a blaze. The plumbers 
repairing pipes turned the gas off, then 
turned 
it 
on again. 
Fortunately the 
doctor escaped asphyxiating. When he 
escaped this new peril he was arrested on 
a charge of insanity and examined by Drs. 
Worthington, Cochran and Wernigh, ad­ 
judged insane and sent to Stockton. He 
was released last April, and has been 
striving ever since, unsuccessfully, to re­ 
cover his lost medical practice. 
He alleges their action made him a social 
outcast, hence the suit. 
Mrs Sample, the colored Voodoo Princess, 
was arrested at nine o’clock to-night, after 
hiding for three weeks in an obscure hut 
near the river. 
She is vanted on a charge 
of forgery. It is alleged she drew up the 
will of a colored barber named Snsand, 
who died recently, whereby he wills her 
$40,000. 
She admitted writing the will, but claims 
Susand was only able to sign his initials 
to the document. 
His friends claim she 
used witchcraft powers on the dying man. 
Mrs Sample weighs three hundred pounds 
and is a very ngiy negress.

Stone, Ark.; Lockland, Ohio; Northfield, 
Minn., and Winfield, Kan. 
From Cold Spring, Putnam countv, N. 
Y„ a school teacher with two children 
writes ; “I am fully determined to remove 
to your 8tate in December.” 
h rom Tunille, (Ja.. a farmer writes ask­ 
ing about the public laud in California. 
A young man in Girard, 111., asks a num­ 
ber of questions. Among other things he 
wants to know: "Could a person with a 
capital of $200 lease land anywhere close to 
the city and raise stock successfully?” 
He desires to go where the winters are not 
very severe, and hopes to be here soon. 
“ Would you advise a man to come to 
California who has but six or seven hun­ 
dred dollars? ’ is the question an Auburn, 
K. Y., man asks. 
Two New York business men desire to 
secure the agency there of some good can­ 
ning factory, to sell producís in connection 
with California wines. 
A banker of Anselmo, Neb., writes to in­ 
quire about a good location for his son to 
settle. Another son wno is to graduate 
from college next year also wants to come 
to California.

CONSIDERABLE RED TATE. 
W ashington, September 23d. — Henry 
Scottof the Union Iron Works, San Fran­ 
cisco, returned here from New York to-day 
and at once called at the Navy Depart­ 
ment to see about the acceptance of the 
cruiser Charleston by the Government. 
He found a number of obstacles and 
stated to the California Associated Press 
agent that it would probably be two or 
three weeks before the Government decided 
on accepting the vessel. The Board of 
Naval Officers with Commodore Beham at 
the head who were on the trial trip of the 
Charleston, in their report of the trip to 
Secretary Tracy suggested a few alterations 
or improvements on the vessel. 
These changes, Mr. Scott claims, were 
not in the contract, and if made should be 
done by the Government at the Govern­ 
ment’s expense. 
Secretary Tracy does not dispute Mr. 
Scott’s statements; in fact, it is under­ 
stood he indorses them, but as the Board 
in its report does not specity that these 
changes are outside of the contract, he is 
loath to act until the subject of the con 
tract is settled, so after further conference 
it was decided to call Commodore Ben- 
ham’s attention to these changes as recom­ 
mended, and if he agreed that the contract 
did not sospecify, he would be asked to make 
a supplemental report covering the matter 
satisfactorily. 
This will take some time, as the corre­ 
spondence will be carried on by m ail; but 
it is generally understood that the error in 
the report will be rectified, and that Secre­ 
tary Tracy will accept the vessel and have 
the changes made at the Government's ex­ 
pense.

C h ic a g o , ¡September23.1.— The mammoth 
publishing house ot Ilelford, Clarke A Co , 
which has a large establishment here and 
branches in New York and San Francisco, 
went to the wall to day. 
This afternoon judgments were entered 
against them in the Circuit Court in favor 
of the First National Bank and S. A. Max­ 
well. Attachments were issued, and shortly 
after the place was seized by the Sheriff. 
A receiver was appointed by Judge Shepard. 
The failure, while a surprise to the gen­ 
eral puolie, has been expected for some 
time by those familiar with the firm's staud- 
ing. Lawyer Newman, attorney tor sev­ 
eral of the creditors and also for the re­ 
ceiver, said three things were responsible 
for the failure. 
In 1SS6 the entire piant was destroyed by 
fire, causing a loss of over $150,000. The 
firm promptly resumed business, but dur­ 
ing the last ten years suffered very heavily 
by failures of customers. The collapse of 
one firm in San Francisco alone cost them 
$70 000. In addition to this, the compe­ 
tition between Eastern publishers, particu­ 
larly of the standard works, has tnen so 
brisk that the market had been almost 
wholly destroyed. 
Newman said in his opinion the assets of 
the company amount to about $400,000 and 
the liabilities to about the same. The prin­ 
cipal creditors are the Crowe Printing Com­ 
pany, over $15.000; Donahue & Henne- 
berry, $75 000; First National Bank of Chi- 
cigo. $30.000; S. A. Maxwell, $13 000. Be­ 
sides these there are heavy creditors in 
New York and San Francisco. 
Another lawyer discussing the causss of 
the failure, said that Andrew McNally, of 
Rand, McNslly & Co., who is Belford’s 
father-in-law, had been backing the firm 
for some time and that his refusal to in­ 
dorse the firm's paper 
prompted 
the 
First National Bank to enter up judgment. 
The attorney thought if Mr. McNally had 
not discontinued 
his support the firm 
might have pulled through. 
Thomas C. Hammond, a member of the 
firm of Walker, Oakley & Co., leather mer­ 
chants, is receiver. His bond is $100,000. 
Prior to the appointment of a receiver 
Dorsahue & Henneberry, who were the larg­ 
est creditors, filed a "bill in which it is 
stated that the broken corporation’s capital 
was $500,000, of which only $200,000 had 
b en paid in. The nominal assets, accord­ 
ing to this bill, amount to less than 
$20o,OCO, while the indebtedness will exceed 
$400,000.

All 
were easily captured, except an enormous 
African leopard, which made a dash for the 
woods cn Grand river. 
The circus proprietors offered a reward of 
$500 for the capture alive, of the animal. 
The pr se-r-e of a leopard in the woods was 
acensTKut luruaee to the tanners of that 
vicinity, and there was very little unneces­ 
sary traveling after dark. When a visit 
was unavoidable at a laie hour, it was al­ 
ways made in the company of as mariy as 
csuld be induced to go. 
Soon pigs, sheep and calves were missed, 
and then the farmers determined to hunt 
the animal down aud get him either alive 
or dead. 
Hunting parties were organized but were 
unsuccessful, as the beast could not be seen. 
Last Wednesday Wolfenkhuler uno Will­ 
iam Wallace were hunting about six miles 
from Nevada and saw a big spotted animal 
sneaking through the underbrush along the 
river bank. They at once gave chase and 
ran it to earth in small cave or hole in a 
pile of rocks. They determined to capture 
italiveaud built a sirongpen at the entrance 
of the cave and started a fire to smoke the 
leopard out. It had the desired effect and 
the animal made a dash into the per. where 
he was securely fastened.

until he had inflicted several wounds on 
Wolfenkuhler's arms.

opinion or an impression based upon rumor or 
upon newspaper statements (about the truth of 
which he has expressed no opinion) shall not 
disqua ify him to serve as a juror in such case, 
if he shall, upon oath, state that he believes he 
can fairly and impartially render a verdict 
therein, in accordance with the law and the evi­ 
dence, and the Court shall be satisfied with the 
truth of such statement. 
B ut it appears th at the lawyers and the 
Court are not able to understand the sec­ 
tions quoted as the layman reads them. If 
a talesman has an opinion, it appears to be 
sufficient to secure his rejection, despite 
the qualifications expressed by him that 
he ;s not so fixed in the opinion as to pre­ 
vent him from rendering a verdict accord­ 
ing to the law and the evidence, and that 
he believes him self capable of dealing with 
the case w ith im partiality and w ithout 
prejudice. 
No man fit to sit upon a ju ry 
to try another for his life, can read the 
news of the day and not think to some ex­ 
tent upon th e events recited ; no man is fit 
to sit upon a ju ry who does not gain some 
knowledge, day by day, of the world’s af­ 
fairs, and of th e great tragedies of the 
times. 
If he is a ju st man, he does 
not allow his knowledge thus acquired 
to lead him to final judgment, or to 
such conclusions as are called “fixed,” until 
he has heard all th e testimony and has 
carefully weighed the evidence. 
B ut in 
the Cronin case, the slightest shade of an 
opinion entertained appears to be enough 
to dismiss the men from the panel who 
have intelligence and who value, above 
all else, their self-respect. 
T he effort 
appears to be to secure jurym en whose 
minds are as blank and vacant as those of 
babes. 
W hoever has read a newspaper ac­ 
count or theory of the Cronin mystery, 
appears to be rejected, no m atter how ex ­ 
plicit he is in the statem ent th at he has 
no bias against the defendants, and th a t 
his m ind is, as to them, in a receptive 
condition for the tru th . 
W ith men in the 
jury box who 
know nothing 
of the 
Cronin case, and have never read of, or 
heard it discussed, Chicago will come 
about as near im paneling a jury of igno­ 
ramuses as any one can succeed in gather­ 
ing together from all the great State 
of Illinois. The Chicago Inter-Ocean, which 
is not given to hasty judgm ent, declares 
th at the selection of a ju ry in the Cronin 
case has degenerated into a farce, and th at 
the proceedings in th e Court, in th at re­ 
spect, are a mockery. 
It concludes sen­ 
sibly th a t: 
Sound 
judgem ent, 
integrity, and a con­ 
scientious regard of duties and obligations, 
m oral as w ell as legal, should weigh against 
m ere opinion based on allegations, the truth or 
u n tru th of w hich can only be determ ined bv 
evidence of w hich the talesm an has no form al 
knowledge. Let there be a m ore sensible dis­ 
tinction m ade betw een “decided opinion’’ and 
opinion of light character in the Cronin case, 
as th e law provides there shall be in such 
c a s e s , and th e scandal o f the last tw o weeks 
w ill be greatly dim inished.

T h e first year of the trial of high 
license has closed in Massachusetts. 
The 
official announcement of the result of the 
ex{>eriment is, in brief, th a t saloons have 
been reduced fifty pér cent, in num ber; 
the revenue has been increased immensely, 
the exact percentage not having yet been 
calculated; the volume of crime has been 
lessened greatly, and good order has been 
m aintained at much less expense to the 
S tate and to m unicipalities than hereto­ 
fore. 
Such results agree with the ex­ 
perience of Pennsylvania and Illinois and 
w ith towns and cities in other States 
w here the system has been adopted. 


I t is a little odd th at the municipal au­ 
thorities of New Y ork did not know that 
W ashington has no Mayor, but that the Dis­ 
tric t of Columbia ¡«governed by a Commis­ 
sion appointed by the Federal Government.

“ W hy do these California-bred horses, 
both trotters and runners, develop such 
tremendous speed at an early age and then 
retire for the rest of th eir lives ?” 
T his is a question th a t has been put to 
every horseman of note in the country, 
but not one seems able to answer it. 
El 
R io Rev, for instance, at two years old is 
the wonder of the racing world, but ir^ 1 
another year this wonderful brother of ¿[je 
Em peror of Norfolk will be retired (t) (he 
stud because shrewd old Theodore. W inters 
knows when the horse has reached the 
zenith of his fame. 
And 
w ith all the 
other two-year-old flyers from the Pacific 
coast. 
They reach tL e pinnacle of their 
fame early, and D jen retire. 
A gentle­ 
man, a horse-fancier an(] now anj then a 
buyer at the Cp.’iifornia sales, which have 
become som ething of a feature in New 
York of lat.e years, told a reporter for the 
Herald th a t he had just returned from a 
visit to two or three of the Pacific breed­ 
ing establishments and thought he had 
solved the problem. 
The gentlem an is a good talker and has 
evidently an observant eye, for his grasp of 
details in the methods of California horse- 
breeding is not only great, but intensely 
interesting. 
“ Being much interested in the phenom ­ 
enal trotters th at come from th at region, 1 
went down to Palo Alto to see the famous 
Stanford breeding farm,” said this gentle­ 
man. 
“ I had been over the places in 
K entucky, notably the W oodburn farm 
and the Belle Meade place, at N ashville, 
and thought I knew w hat an equine para­ 
dise was, but I found I didn’t^ 
“ Palo A lto is about forty miles from San 
Francisco, in w hat is known as the Santa 
Clara valley. 
T he horse part of the estate 
comprises about three thousand 
acres, 
though a good many more acres are in 
vines and forests and the private grounds 
of the railroad baron’s summer retreat. 
“ However,” continued the gentleman, 
“ I am not going to rail against the gentle­ 
m an’s w ealth. 
I want simply to describe a 
horse paradise. 
T alk about princes and 
princesses of effete monarchies being reared 
in velvet and fed from gold spoons; the 
nearest approach to th at in this great R e­ 
public is this equine principality at Palo 
Alto. 
Dean Swift’s celebrated Houyhn- 
hums never had a better tim e in their 
kingdom than have the modern H ouyhn- 
hums of the Stanford place. 
“The railroad station for Palo Alto is 
Menlo Park. 
A m ile from Menlo you 
enter a broad gateway, pass a 
porter’s 
lodge and enter upon the big domain. 
A 
magnificent broad 
avenue, lined 
w ith 
stately oaks, and winding through a dense 
foliage, leads you to the Senator’s house 
another mile away. 
You pass out, and 
the same avenue, still winding for another 
m ile as only Frederick Law 
Omstead 
can make it wind, brings you to th e crest 
of an elevation. 
There, spread out in a 
little valley below, is the home of the 
H ouybuhum s. 
T he buildings, paddocks, 
race tracks,training schools, ‘kindergarten,’ 
wind mills, m achinery houses 
and the 
houses and cottages of the 200 people em­ 
ployed about the place, lie before you like 
a huge village in the foreground of a land­ 
scape. 
This village, however, is only the 
night quarters of the more favored of the 
equine kingdom, and the nursery of their 
progeny. 
Long before you come in sight 
of it, indeed, you pass fifty-acre lot after 
lot, filled w ith stately ‘matrons’ and their 
tottering little ones from one to six weeks 
old. 
These are the famous blooded brood 
mares, tc get which the big railroad baron 
has nearly deeim ated the State of K en­ 
tucky. 
There are now over three hun­ 
dred brood mares on tbe place and a score 
of stallions of the finest blood, beginning 
with Electioneer and ending with some 
of the choicest colts. 
The youngest of the 
lords of the manor is one of the sons of the 
great sire, for which the Senator refused 
$12,000 when the anim al was two years 
old. 
“Descending from the slight elevation, 
you pass through a lane 100 feet wide. 
This is thei m ain street of the horse vil­ 
lage. 
On either side for nearly half a 
m ile are half-acre paddocks, each with 
water-tubs, feed-troughs and an oak tree 
or two for shade. 
These are divided, not 
by the ordinary board fence of a K en­ 
tucky farm, but by palings painted white, 
with each gateway done in brown. 
There 
are nine huge hay barns clustered about 
the center of the village. 
These are 
painted in brown, with w hite trimmings. 
A great grist mill, with steam power for 
grinding tbe food, is near at band. A nother 
huge barn is for the work horses and 
mules of the place— nearly 150 in num ­ 
ber—the servitors of the pampered aris­ 
tocracy of the kingdom. 
A magnificent 
race-traek lies on the outskirts of the vil­ 
lage, with a training track for colts w ithin 
the outer circle. 
A nother building is set 
apart 
for 
the 
‘kindergarten’—a great 
canopy covering a sawdust ring an eighth 
of a mile long. 
This is where the little 
weanlings, six and eight m onths old, are 
brought to be taught th eir first paces. 
“ R ight here,” said the 
enthusiastic 
horse lover, “ is where I got the first ink­ 
ling of w hat it is th at enabled a two-year- 
old in California to trot a m ile in 2:18. as 
Sunol did. 
Jt is forcing and feeding. 
T rainer G allagher gave me the history of 
Sunol, ami the life she led there for two 
years is the life of all of them. 
W hen 
Sunol was six months old she was brought 
in with twenty other fillies from the pas­ 
tures in which their mothers roamed. 
The weaning process is quite easy. 
The 
youngsters are put on steamed grain food 
at once. 
In the morning a quart of 
steamed barley mixed with bran, in the 
evening two quarts of ground barley 
steamed ami moistened with lime water, is 
about their daily diet. 
T hat is pretty 
high food for a weanling. 
W hen 1 was a 
Ikw on the old farm in Pennsylvania it 
was a pretty lucky colt or filly’th at ever 
saw anything but hay or grass until it was 
two years old. 
B ut at Palo Alto the 
babies are stuffed with grain from the 
start. 
I was there in July, and there was 
no green fix>d to speak of. with the excep­ 
tion of green-corn tops, of which the little 
ones had three diets a week 
Even then 
it was chopped in a steam -cutter and 
mixed with bran. 
“As soon as the babies have forgotten 
their mothers comes the beginning of their 
life’s work. 
T he leading halter and a soft 
rubber bit kept in the mouth for half an 
hour a day is the A B C. Then comes the 
kindergarten track to discover if any of 
them have a natural sait. 
H alf a dozen 
are pnt into tbe sawdust circle at once. 
A man stands in the middle w ith a long 
whip, which he waves furiously, but no 
little one is ever j>erniitted to feel its 
sting. 
All start around the ring, first iu a 
coltish canter, and then some little pupil 
more promising than theothers will strike a 
trot. 
Soon another will do the same. 
An 
apple or a lump of sugar is the reward of 
merit. 
U sually before the class has fin­ 
ished all of them will be jogging about on 
a trot. 
Then a new batch is taken, and 
in a few weeks forty or fifty fillies and as 
many colts have gone through the kinder­ 
garten course. 
M eantime everv little one 
ot either sex is handled and fondled. 
The 
colts and fillies are reientie-sly parted at 
weaning tim e and never see each other 
again except at a distance. 
U’o-rdncation 
of the sexes is frowned upon at Palo Alto. 
The little ones are very tame and follow 
one around like a lot of kittens. 
If yon 
stop in the paddock they instantlv sur­ 
round you like a lot t f chattering school 
girls and begin to search your pockets 
w ith their velvety noses for a bit of fruit 


nor do the fillies seem to enjoy it as much 
as a girl does her first long dress. 
Indeed, 
they are pretty ‘scary’ at first, and require 
the presence and experience of an old 
stager beside them at the pole of the 
breaking cart. 
B ut their tim idity soon 
wears off, and it is astonishing how fast < 
they learn.

T heir legs are strong, their 'todies well 
filled out, their necks p lu rjp lheir eves 
bright, and i n t e l l i g e n t the;r 
shine like satin.

“W hat price do they hold such phenom­ 
enal youngsters at out there ?” 
“The children of Electioneer, out of the 
best blooded mothers, cannot be bought 
for less than $5,000, and from th at thev 
run to $25,000 and $30,000, the latter 
figure having been offered for Sunol, whose 
two-vear-old record of 2:18 stands un­ 
rivaled. 
Tbe phenomenal figure received 
for Bell Boy by Senator Stockbridge of 
M ichigan—$50,000—was what raised the 
price of all the Palo A lto stock. 
Bell Bov 
himself was sold from the farm for $5,000, 
but never again will a young Electioneer 
stallion go so cheap. ’ 
1 saw a young 
brother of Bell Boy, who was recently sold 
for $20,000. 
H e is to be kept on the ranch 
for another year. 
The Stanford sale in 
New York last spring gave another boom 
to the progeny of this costly nursery. 
If 
you remember, eighty-eight yearling colts 
and fillies brought an aggregate of $138,­ 
000.” 
“D id you see any of the would beaters 
of previous years ?” 
. “ Yes, and I failed to see th at age has 
improved any of them. Wildflower, whose 
two-year-old record of 2:21 J was for so long 
a wonder, is now a reputable ‘matron’ of 
nine, w ithout another second to her credit. 
She has had a couple of foals, but neither of 
them proved rem arkable. 
H inda Rose 
w ith a yearling record of 2:311 and two- 
year-old record of 2:191, has also passed 
out of view. 
She, too, has been turned 
among the brood-mares. 
Títere is a young 
stallion there, however, which has a pac­ 
ing record of 2:16, but at two years old he 
did nothing wonderful, from which I am 
inclined to doubt w hether these phenome­ 
nal baby records give much promise of fu­ 
ture greatness. 
Like precocity in the hu­ 
man kind, phenomenal infantile speed 
does not always insure continued develop­ 
m ent later in life. 
“A ltogether, however, Palo Alto is one 
of the wonders of the equine world, and if 
the rich Senator never realizes a dollar of 
profit out of it it will ever stand as a mon­ 
ument to w hat its establishm ent has done 
for the equine race.”

THE LICENSE QUESTION AGAIN LAID 
OVEB WITHOUT ACTION. 


BASEBALL MATTERS. 


D am ages D em anded for an Injured Leg 
—P olice Salaries A gain R efused— 
Special Elections. 


The City Trustees met yesterday morn­ 
ing, all the members being present. 
E. H. Williams, the Chief Engineer of 
the Water-works, reported 42,925,000 gal­ 
lons of water as having been pumped dur­ 
ing the week ending the 22d. The Holly 
engine was worked 111 hours and the C. 
P. 153 hours. 
W. E. Gerber, City Treasurer, made his 
report as follows : 
Balance on hand August 1st..................*281,809 6 2 
Receipts during the month.................... 10,141 16 
Total..-. .....................................*241,950 78 
iVarranls paid during m outh. ..... 28,133 70 
Balance September 1st..............................*213,817 08 
Upon the suggestion of Mayor Gregory, 
the Superintendent of the City Cemetery 
was authorizsd to have the low lots in the 
cemetery (or as many as he could) filled, 
the earth to be purchased at a price less 
than 40 cents per load. 
Ex-Chief of Police Dillman, T. Wert- 
heim and others were present and asked 
the Board what it proposed to do in regard 
to the high license matter, which had been 
brought before them some time ago. At 
the last meeting an anti-high-license peti­ 
tion, signed by 1,000 persons, was presented 
to the Board, and at that time the matter 
was laid over until yesterday. Trustee 
McLaughlin moved to drop the question 
until the adoption of the new charter, and 
there being no obj'ection it was so or­ 
dered. 
E. C. Hart was present and addressed the 
Board again in regard to the police oflicers’ 
salaries. The Trustees were aware of the 
fact that only the salarv for the month of 
April was involved in the suit. He there­ 
fore asked that the Board allow the men 
their money for May, June, July and Au­ 
gust,at least. Sotneof the officers had not yet 
hypothecated their salaries, and were con­ 
sequen tly not in the best of circumstances 
financially. He believed that if the Board 
would pay the twenty-five men for the 
services they had already rendered, and 
then ask the Police Commissioners to dis­ 
charge the ten extra men, tueir request 
would be complied with, and the officers 
would resign willingly. He reviewed the 
good work of the force since ihe new men 
had been appointed, and said that there 
had been more convictions and more crim­ 
inals apprehended than ever before in this 
city.Mayor Gregory said he didn’t think that 
could be done, and Trustee Wolf was in­ 
clined to think the decision of the Supreme 
Court would be influenced if the Board 
would take such an action. 
Mr. Hart assured the Board that the Su­ 
preme Court would consider no point other 
than the validity of the amendment, as 
made by the Legislature. 
The Mayor did not want to take such 
action, and the other Trustees were not in­ 
clined in that direction. 
After this point was settled Mr. Hart said 
he had another matter to bring before the 
Board, in the shape of a warning. On the 
night of August 14th last F. L. Carpenter, 
an employe of the Sacramento Transfer 
Company, was delivering some express 
matter in the eastern part of the city at 
about 9 o clock, when his team and wagon 
ran into a sewer at Eighteenth and J 
streets, and Carpenter was thrown out He 
received injuries that kept him from his 
work from August 14th till September lGth, 
and was, during the whole time, under the 
care of a doctor. His leg is now stifl at 
the knee, and it is thought will always re­ 
main so. 
Mr. Hart stated that he would present a 
claim to the Board in a week or so, stating 
the amount of damages. 
City Engineer Pierson stated that he had 
not yet determined as to what would be 
the best plan to conduct the sewage from 
the Seventeenth-street sewer at R street 
He had made some figures, and said it 
oould be piped with 18 inch stone pipe for 
. -Í . 
For tllis amount pipe could be 
laid from R street to V and thence to Six­ 
teenth street. 
The Mayor thought the better plan would 
be to carry the sewage direct to tbs pump 
at Ninth and Y streets, and the City En- 
gineeer was instructed to make an estimate 
of the cost of such work. 
It was ordered that Fred. Werner be in­ 
structed to file a bond in the sum of $150 as 
evidence of good faith that he would fill in 
his low lot at Sixth and P streets. If he 
does not do so. the City Attorney will be 
instructed to draw up a complaint against 
him. 
An order was made condemning the 
sidewalk on the east side of Tenth street, 
DCJ£f“ of the alley between Kand L streets. 
The Sidewalk Inspector was instructed 
to inspect all the sidewalks from Front to 
Tenth and from I to L streets, and to re­ 
port the result of his investigations to the 
Board. 
The sidewalk on the southwest corner of 
Second and M streets was ordered con­ 
demned. 
A resolution was passed ordering Seven 
teenth street, from the north line of U to 
the center line of R, graded. 
Clerk McKee stated that he could find no 
ordinance under which the Board was em­ 
powered to call an election, and he sug­ 
gested that, as such power would undoubt­ 
edly be necessary to the Board in a short 
time, when the new charter question would 
be submitted, they take action and have an 
ordinance passed. 
An order was made instructing the City 
Attorney to draw up an ordinance to meet 
the requirements in the case.

The officer immediately placed the man 
under arrest, and asked the bystanders to 
take care of the man who had been 
struck—who was unconscious from the ef­ 
fect' f the blow—until he returned. The by­ 
standers did take care of him—they carried 
him into a back room and cleaned out his 
pockets, not even leaving him a toothpick. 
When Cunningham returned he saw at 
a glance what had taken place, but he could 
learn nothing as to who th„ perpetrators of 
the robbery were. He conveyed the in­ 
jured man to the Receiving Hospital, 
where he now lies in a dazed and semi­ 
conscious condition. He was not able to 
give his name to the officer. 
A lleged C rooked T ransactions. 
Officer Rider yesterday arrested here a 
man named George F. Cox, who is sup­ 
posed to be the man charged at Marysville 
with having pa»sed a $30 worthless check. 
He, howover.claims tbathe is not the man, 
and that he is a solicitor for a San Francisco 
newspaper. In conversation with the po­ 
lice it was learned that Cox yesterday went 
to A. S. Hopkins—to whom he once sold a 
hill of goods as agent for the Pacific Paper 
Company—and offered him a check on that 
company for $10. Mr. Hopkins let him 
have the money, and afterward telegraphed 
to the company to know if it was all right. 
He received a reply to the effect that Cox 
was “no good.” The latter, it is said, has 
telegraphed to a brother in E'gin, III., for 
$80 to help him out of bis scrape.

News was received at the office of the 
Southern Pacific Company yesterday to 
the effect that the forest fire which did so 
much damage near the Summit last week 
is threatening the track, snow sheds and 
Cascade bridge again. A high wind has 
prevailed there for a day or two, and this 
brought the fire back over the territory 
from which it had been fought off. Two 
water trains were sent to the Summit im­ 
mediately, sn i are waiting there ready for 
action should the tire again attack the rail­ 
road property.

BADLY SOLD. 
A T hief Carries off a lOO-Pouml Cash 
R egister and Finds It Em pty. 
It is fashionable nowadays for retail 
establishments of all kinds to use the new­ 
fangled “ cash register,” a thing that looks 
like an over-grown type-writer and tells 
each customer the exact amonnt of his 
purchase (just as if a person didn’t know 
how much the salesman had assessed 
him)! The operator strikes a key, out flies 
the money till, and up pops a figure that 
tells you what you already know. These 
instruments are very pretty ornaments in 
a store, or behind a bar. They are gener­ 
ally nickel-plated, and it costs the propri­ 
etor of a place just $175 for the privilege ot 
playing on one of them. 
As already stated, they are quite orna­ 
mental, and one of them sets off a nicely- 
furnished bar in good style. Landlord 
Bowers, of the Golden Eagle, who does not 
believe ingoing things by halves, concluded 
that if one was pretty, two would be pret­ 
tier. So he bought a couple and placed one 
at each end of his bar. Everybody ad­ 
mired them, except perhaps the bartenders, 
who generally regard the machines some­ 
what as a street-car conductordoes the bell- 
punch—-that is, they make too much noise, 
and it is a bother to have to keep playiDg 
on them. 
Yesterday morning one of Mr. Bowers’ 
cash registers was lound out in the alley. 
It wasn’t there at 4 o'clock, when the night 
clerk went to the bar to—well, to see that 
everything was all right. Both the regis­ 
ters were then where they belonged. A 
window in the rear of the biiliard-room 
! which connects with the bar) was found 
open, which indicated how the register got 
of the house. The supposition is that 
the man who carried it out had secreted 
himself in tbe biiliard-room during the 
evening, and—knowing with wliat regu­ 
larity the night clerk made his rounds— 
waited until about the h.onr the milkmen 
come aronnd and then packed off the ma­ 
chine. 
He got the worst of the bargain, for it 
was empty. 
DUFFY DISCHARGED. 
The P olice Could N ot Prove H im a P ick­ 
pocket. 
James Duffy, one of the crowd of per­ 
sons arrested during the fair, under sus­ 
picion of being pickpockets, consumed the 
entire morning session of the Police Court 
yesterday. 
He was charged with grand larceny and 
was defended by General A. L. Hart. 
Police officer Simmons took the stand, 
and testified that he and special officer 
Sullivan arrested Duffy at the race-track. 
1 hey had observed him acting snspiciouslv 
in the crowd about the pool-box, and 
grabbed him. At the Police-station three 
Paris Mutual tickets were found upon 
Duffy. The prisoner said he had bought 
them, but it developed later on that the 
tickets belonged to one Thomas McIntyre 
a visitor from San Francisco. 
McIntyre was placed on the stand, and 
identified the tickets bv the name of the 
winning horse, whi^h he had written on 
the backs of the tickets. They were stolen 
from him, or else he lost them, he said. 
The witness had been fortunate enough to 
get the money he won on the tickets, when 
the pool-sel!ers were convinced that the 
tickets fouDd on Duffv belonged to him 
(McIntyre.) 
General Hart submitted the case without 
oflering any testimony for the defense. He 
made a lengthy and eloquent speech, how­ 
ever. in which he pointed ont that even if 
Duffy were guilty the evidence did not 
show it, and his discharge was absolutely 
necessary. It had not been shown, he 
said, that any tickets had been stolen, or 
that Duffy had stolen anything. He also 
called the attention of the Coart to a ruling 
of the Supreme Court, in which it was 
he.d that the mere possession ot stolen 
property was not evidence against a person 
charged with crime. 
Judge Buckley agreed with the attorney, 
and dismissed the case.

Sacramento’s unpaid police force held 
another meeting yesterday afternoon, for 
the pnrpose of deciding whether or not to 
continue working for sweet charity’s sake 
or to resign in a body and seek fields anew 
Chairman Farrell called the meeting to 
order, and stated the object of it.

Upon motion the meeting was adjourned 
until this afternoon, when with the assist 
ance of the Chief, it is expected that every 
officer on the torce will be in attendance 
and definite action taken. 
The officers are still unsettled regarding 
what action they will take. Many of them 
refuse point blank to quit wotk, while 
others are equally determined to quit. It 
is thought that the result of the meeting 
will be that two or three officers will quit 
and the rest will stay and take chances on 
getting their money “by and by.”

W ONDERFUL RUINS. 


C n u n M ta g P a la c e s in N ew M ex ico o f a 
P re h is to r ic A g e. 
W ashikgton, Septem ber 23d.—Secretary 
Noble has transm itted to the Director of the 
Geological Survey a report by Special Agent 
Morrison on the condition of the Casa 
G rande "G reat House” rnins in Pinal 
cour.tv, Arizona, with the instructions that 
the necessary steps shall be im mediately 
taken to repair and protect the ruins under 
the authority granted in the Act of March 
2, ÍS89, appropriating $2,000 tor that pur­ 
pose. 
Special Agent Morrison says the front of 
the m ain building measures 00 feet and the 
w idth 43 leet; bight of first story, 13 feet; 
second, 9 feet, and third and fourth stories, 
ft feet. The greater part of the upper story 
has disappeared. 
The walls are between four and five feet 
thick, and the m aterial of which they are 
constructed is alm ost indestructible con­ 
crete made of fine gravel, sand and cement, 
closely resembling the granolithic now 
used in W ashington. 
The walls both inside and out are plas­ 
tered with cement, which yet clings to 
them with wonderful tenacity—that on the 
inside being sm ooth and glossy as the best 
hard-finished interiors of the piesent day. 
The lower story is nearly filled up with 
crum bling debris and the drifting sand of 
the plain. 
T he holes in which the ceiling 
tim bers were placed are plainly visible, 
but every particle of wood has beeD car­ 
ried away by relic hunters, and the disin­ 
tegration of the walls have been so rapid of 
late years that, it measures are not im ­ 
m ediately taken to strengthen them , the 
entire mass will soon fall into spaceless 
ruin. 
The report says that for miles around 
the mysterious Casa Grande m any great 
m ounds, now hardly distinguishable from 
the desert sands, bear indisputable evidence 
of having been at some far rem ote period 
the abode of busy industries. 
Morrison says he is convinced the Casa 
Grande was not used for either religious or 
w arlike purposes. 
The superiority of the 
architecture, it having outlived all other 
structures by w hich it was surrounded, the 
num erous sm all apartm ents into which it 
was divided, and the elegance and interior 
finish point to the conclusion that it was 
the palace of the King or Chief who gov­ 
erned the prim itive Americans who in­ 
habited these vast domains ages before the 
Aztec of Toltec. 
The most ancient of the traditions of 
the Pim as and Papagoes, who yet live here 
w here their fathers have lived for centuries, 
point to them as "The R uins.” 
The earliest history record we have of 
Casa Grande was given by the tamous 
Spanish Cavalierjand explorer, Cabeza De 
Boca, who discovered it daring his journey 
across the continent, about 1537. 
A few 
years later the famous explorer, Don Fran­ 
cisco De Coronado, Governor of New 
Galicia, led an expedition into New Mexico 
States. The Pim a Indians then (350 years 
ago), had no knowledge of the origin or 
history of the town, which they believed 
had always existed there. It had always 
been a “rn in ” to them and to their ances­ 
tors and fathers. 
K ino and Mango, who visited there in 
1694, also gave an account of twelve other 
ruins in the vicinity. 
F ather Pedro Fout, in 1777, found them 
in m uch the same condition. H e describes 
the m ain building as an oblong square 
facing the cardinal points of the compass. 
T he exterior walls extended from the 
north to south 420 feet, and from east to 
west 260 feet. 
“ We thus see,” says Morri­ 
son, "w hat havoc the storm s of 110 years 
have made, and the necessity for im m edi­ 
ate action to save the rem nant trom com­ 
plete destruction.” The ruins are regarded 
as the most interesting rem ains ©f the pre­ 
historic age to be found on the continent. 


DEATU IN A BASEMENT. 


A Young Freneli W oman Found Dead Lu 
a Cliurch Collar. 
N ew Y obk, September 23d.—An u n ­ 
know n woman was found dying in a cellar 
of the Homan Catholic Church of the 
Sacred H eart, at Mount Vernon, West 
Chester county, on Saturday night. Half 
an hour later she wa3 dead. Rev. Father 
Jam es T. Coles is the pastor of the church. 
A bout 9 o’clock Saturday evening he en­ 
tered the edifice to m ake preparations for 
the Sunday service. As he approached the 
sanctuary be heard groans, but from what 
direction he could not quite determ ine. 
Again the groans tilled the church, ami 
this tim e they seemed to come from d i­ 
rectly under his feet. Passing behind the 
altar, where there wa3 a door to the cellar, 
he made up his miud some one in distress 
was there. 
Father Coles hastened to sum m on some 
of the parishioners who reside near by, and 
by the light of a lantern they entered the 
church and passed down the steps to the 
cellar. Then the groans ceased, and only 
the heavy 
breathing 
was now heard. 
There, ele se to the bottom of the steps, on 
a heap of e/ergreert boughs that had been 
used to decorate the church last Christmas, 
lay a young woman. H er face was ashen 
pale, and her cnrls were tangled in the 
cedars. 
H er dark eyes closed a9 the lan­ 
tern light shone on them . She wa9 speech­ 
less. 
Tenderly the people liftpd her and 
carried the obviously dying girl into the 
church. Father Coles sent speedily for Dr. 
Goodwin, and then adm inistered the last 
sacrament for the dying. Before the doc­ 
tor reached the church death had placed 
the unfortunate creature beyond his aid. 
She had not spoken a word alter beiog dis­ 
covered. 
On the bed of boughs where she had 
lain was found a russet-leather satchel con­ 
taining a pockethook, $15 in bills and sil­ 
ver, and a key which fitted the padlock on 
the cellar-door of the church. The bank- 
bills were dam p and matted together as if 
they had been rained upon. The cellar of 
tb s chnrch is dam p aad moldy. The girl 
seemed to have been of French descent, 
but there was nothing on her bv which 
she could be identified. She seemed to be 
about 25 years old. Her face was emaciated, 
buv showed traces of former beauty. 
No 
one knows who the woman was or where 
she eante from, but the m ystery will be 
probed to the bottom.

The New Orleans refineries are now in the 
bands of the New York Sugar Trust, and 
the New Orleans grocery trade will hail 
with delight the advent of Spreckels in 
this m arket, as they have m any grievances 
against the trust, though afraid to utter 
them while in the trust s grasp. Several 
shipm ents of refined sugar have been made 
here from San Francisco and met with a 
ready m arket, but the trust and the rail­ 
road made a compact whereby competition 
from San Francisco was shut off.

She ’ adopted by the Constitutional Convention. 


An Innocent M an and His W ife H anged 
l>y a Missouri Mob. 
K ansas C ity (Mo.), September 23d.—A 
special dispatch to the Times from El 
Dorado, Kansas, says: The details of the 
mob trial under lynch law of Alonzo E d­ 
wards and his wile at Rosalia, for the al­ 
leged m urder of H enry Bloomer’s three- 
year-old child, as detailed in the dispatches 
Saturday night are of the most revolting 
character and reveals a story of inhum an 
treatm ent seldom m et with even on the 
border. 
The child, it appears, was left in care of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwards w hile Bloomer and 
his wife went to work in the fields last 
Tuesday. T hat evening the child was miss­ 
ing and search by the neighbors W ednes­ 
day and Thursday failed to reveal any 
trace of its whereabouts. 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwards were not suffi­ 
ciently active in the search to satisfy the 
m inds of some of their neighbors, and 
consequently suspicion was aroused, and 
finally a mob took charge of them, one 
portion taking Edwards and the other his 
wife. Mrs. Edwards is a woman of very 
nervous 
disposition, 
and 
when com­ 
manded to 
confess the crime, under 
penalty 
of 
hanging 
if 
she 
did 
not, finally said 
she had killed the 
child accidentally, and that the body was 
in the creek. Search failed to reveal it, 
when she was again taken to the nearest 
tree, and having no statem ent to make, 
was pulled up and kept suspended in the 
air until her face was black. She was then 
lowered, and when brought too, the leader 
told her if she did not tell the truth she 
would be hanged until dead and her hus­ 
band burned at the stake. 
The woman was too badly frightened to 
speak, and assuming her silence to be volun­ 
tary the mob again suspended her until 
nearly dead. After reviving her they were 
about to draw her up again, when the 
father of the missing child interfered, say­ 
ing if they killed her the body of his child 
could not be found. She was then placed 
in charge of a guard. In the m eantim e 
that portion of the mob which had E d­ 
wards in charge attem pted to extort a con­ 
fession from him . 
He, too, protested his innocence. 
H e 
was strung up twice until nearly dead. 
Friday night the prisoners were placed in 
jail. From that tim e until this m orning a 
mob varying from 900 to 1,500 has continu­ 
ally surrounded the jail, clam oring for the 
lives of the accused. The Sheriff has kept 
them at bay. 
Early this m orning the missing child 
was found alive and well sitting on the 
doorstep of a farmer near Rosalia. 
W here it had been all the tim e is a 
mystery. 
It is supposed that it was kid­ 
naped and returned when found the ex­ 
citement of its disappearance had caused. 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwards have been re­ 
leased. They are still suffering from the 
effects of the harsh treatm ent received, and 
an attem pt will be made to prosecute the 
leaders of the mob. 


TERRIBLE TORNADO. 


Boy, Buggy and H orse C arried Through 
the A ir for ‘ÍUO Feet. 
J acksonville (Fla.), September 23d.—A 
tornado of great violence passed over Pablo 
Beach, sixteen miles from here on the A t­ 
lantic coast, this evening. It arose in the 
bouthwest, and w ithout warning, except a 
blackening of the sky, and struck Murray 
Hal!, th e im mense beach hotel, twisted 
the tin roof from the m ain structure and 
towers, buret in the windows and doors on 
the west side, and left it generally in a 
shattered condition. 
Prince O’Neil, a boy thirteen years old, 
was standing by a horse and buggy, near 
the dancing pavilion. The horse, vehicle 
and boy were lifted into the air and blown 
nearly 200 feet towards the beach, where 
they were found ten m inutes later, all in a 
heap, dead. 
The force of wind was such that pieces 
of tim ber were driven through a two-incb 
plank flooring of the railroad station. No 
serious injury to persons is reported ex­ 
cept the death of the O’Neil boy. The cot­ 
tages on the beach escaped with slight 
damage. 
The tornado covered an area of 
not over 75 feet in its revolutions. The 
people and buildings outside of this circle 
were uninjured. 


GAS W ELL IGNITED. 


A V isitor's Lighted M atch Causes a G reat 
D estruction of Properly. 
UrPKB Sandcskt (O.), September 23d.— 
The work of the the National Gas Com 
pany of this city was rewarded Tuesday 
last by striking a gushing gas well, the 
most powerful in this entire region. 
H undreds of persons have come to in­ 
spect the well, and last evening a visitor 
approached and tossed a lighted match to­ 
ward it for the sole purpose of seeing a 
blaze. 
The gns was brilliantly ignited and sprang 
forward in flames that quickly enveloped 
the derrick and sheds adjoining. 
In a few m inutes they were reduced to 
ashes and the great roaring stream of burn­ 
ing gas sprang upward unobstructed. The 
light can be seen for many miles. 
A strip of woods near the well took fire, 
and as it is very dry, the dames are raging 
furiously, and men are busy trying to pre­ 
vent it from spreading farther. 
No means of stopping the hiaze at the 
gas well are at hand, and nothing can be 
done to check it until appliances are 
brought here.

McConnell denied Frank W oodruff's mo­ 
tion for discharge from custody on the 
ground that the statutory time w ithin 
which he was entitled to trial had passed. 
The Court held that the application was 
insufficient. 
During the reading of the Court's decis­ 
ion in the Woodruff case the prisoner 
Jxun/.e was very m uch excited. Several 
times he turned to rise but was kept back 
by his attorney, Forrest. 
W hen the Judge had concluded he got 
up and in spite of his attorney began 
to speak. “I want to speak in m y own 
interest,” he persisted, “Judge Longnecker 
told me I should lose nothing if I was in ­ 
nocent. I want him to tell me lor what 
he keeps me in jail yet.” 
“ I £m considering your m atter now,” 
said five Court kindly, and Kuoze sat down. 
No additional jurors were secured to-day.
